Cold Storaze Butter Still Rap- 
idly Decreasing. 


Trade Licht and Receipts Small—Cheese 
Fina—KFges Du‘l—Apple Supply Is De- 
creasing — Other Products, 


Boston, Dec. 30.—There is no materia! 
change to note in the butter market, 
Trade has been light, but as receipts have 
been small, prices are fairly maintained. 
Strictly fine fresh creamery has run 
scarce, and for this kind extreme rates 
can be obtained, but all undergrades are 
plentiful enough and slow of sale. é 

The best feature of the market is the 
way that the cold storage stock is being 
reduced. During the past four weeks in 
December the quantity taken out of 
storage has been 46,700 tubs, upward of 
11,000 per week. At the close of Novem- 
ber the increase in stock over last year 
was 53,500 tubs. Last Saturday the in- 
crease was only 37,280 tubs. 

The year is closing more favorably for 
butter than was expected a month or 
two ago, and if the receipts should con- 
tinue light during January, holders will 
have a chance to unload without a break. 
The held stock does not pay much if any 
profit, but considering the depressed 
condition of all food products, butter is 
paying about as well as anything else. 

Tre export movement is running larger 
than last year, and this is another fa- 
vorable feature. A foreign outlet for 
medium and low grade stock is an abso- 
lute necessity, in order to get our market 
into a héalthy condition, and it should 
be encouraged as much as possible, 

The receipts of butter last week were 
11,749 tubs and 11,099 boxes, a total of 
4¢6,494 pounds. For the previous week 
the total weight was 497,637, and corre- 
sponding week last year 580,576 pounds, 
This statement shows a decrease for 
last week of 31,143 pounds as compared 
with previous week, and 124,082 pounds 
as compared with last year, 

The exports of butter from Boston 
were 81,072 pounds, gainst 1780 pounds 
for the corresponding. week last year, 
The total exports from Boston since 
May 1 is 2,647,885 pounds, against 1,764,654 
pounds for corresponding time last year. 
The exports from New York for the week 
were 5000 tubs. 

The stock in Quincy market cold stor- 
age warehouses was reduced 9929 tubs 
last week, against 3715 tubs correspond- 
ing week last year. The remaining 
stock is 81,791 tubs, against 44,505 tubs 
same time last year. The increase for 
the year is now only 37,286 tubs, and if 
the stock should continue to be reduced 
for a few weeks more at the rate of 
the past three or four weeks, the surplus 
would soon disappear, 

For the great bulk of the fresh North- 
ern butter offered this week 22 cents isa 
top selling price in regular trade lots. A 
few fancy makes were sold at 23 cents, 
but this is exceptional, as nearly all the 
receipts are more or less injured by 
frost. It was difficult yesterday to find 
enough real fancy butter to supply the 
wants of dealers. . 

The ruling rate for best western cream- 
ery was 21 to 22 cents, outside for assort- 
ed size packages. Large hardwood tubs 
sold slowly at 21 cents, and if the quality 
was defective a lower price had. to be 
accepted, say 19 to 20 cents. A few fancy. 
brands run up even with northern, but 
with sales only in a small way. 

Choice June creamery continued, to be 
taken from cold storage at 17 to 18 cents, 
With an occasional sale of northern at 
18% cents. For most of the western 16 to 
17 cents was a full rate. A few lots of 
good creamery were taken by exporters 
at 15 to 16% cents, outside for Presh made. 

The Chicago market was steady at 
20% cents, having dropped from 21 cents, 
the quotation on Moriday. 

New York was reported dull and weak 
at 22 cents, owing to very large receipts. 

There is no increased animation in 
cheese, but the market maintains a firm 
tone, and sales run along in a smaall 
way at 10% to 11 cents for best fall make, 
and 9 to 10 cents for fe‘r to good. The 
general outlook is pre...:sing for some 
advance early in 1897, 

The annual statements of stocks, 
which will be made up in a day or two, 
will, it is expected, show a material de- 
crease at all leading points as compared 
with the year previous. 

The eggg market has been dull the past 
few days, and prices have declined. On 
Monday 22 cents was the top for best 
western, and’ yesterday it was hard to 
make sales at over 21 cents, owing to 
the drop in New York. Fresh eastern 
nominally 21 to 22 cents, and fancy new 
laid 26 cents. The cold storage stock 
was reduced to 9874 cases last week 
against 13,721 cases same time last year. 

Beans have been quiet and steady, 
with sales of choice marrow pea and 
mediums at $1 to $1.06 per bushel. 

Potatoes continue in liberal supply, 
and 40 to 45 cents per bushel is 4 full rate 
for wholesale lots at depots. 

Apples are in less receipt, and choice 
Baldwins are a little firmer, but no mate- 
rial advance can be quoted. 

The poultry trade has been dull since 
Christmas, and prices are, to a large ex- 
tent, nominal. Western turkeys are held 
at 12 to 14 cents per pound, but for sales 
at once 13 cents. Northern turkeys in 
light receipt and nominally 15 to 16 cents. 
Fowls and chickens are very dull; no de- 
mand for geese,

NEW SHOE INDUSTRY... 


> 


One Thousand More People May Be Em- 


ployed at Ballard Vale May 1. 


A new industry for Ballard Vale was 
discussed before about sixty citizens at a. 
meeting in the lower Town Hall Wednes- 
day evening. Jobn 8. Stark presided. 
Enough interest in the project was shown 
to appoint a committee to investigate 
the matter and report at a future mee 
ing. ag 

A party of out of town gentlemen, in- 
terested in establishing a plant for the 
manufacture of a storm shoe which they 
have patented, appeared and introduced 
their attorney who explained “the pro- 
posed enterprise. He began by speaking 
of the merit of the shoe which is to be 
manufactured, if'a plant is established, 


and then described a sample shoe, which’ 


was afterwards given to those present to- 


The attorney said that the gentlemen 


interested in the scheme had visited Bal- 
lard Vale mahy months'ago and had, af- 
ter a thorough investigation, decided that 
the town was admirably adapted for the 
site of the factory. The freight facilities 
and the price of coal were found to be all 
they could desire. At that time they se- 
cured thé option on the old hat factory 
and have Since made many visits to An- 
dover to ascertain the feeling of the citi- 
zens régarding the matter. It seemed to 
the gentlemen that sufficient stock could 
be raised to equip the plant and they de- 
cided to submit the project to the people: 
of the town. 

The attorney then explained that the 
company is a reliable one, incorporated 
with a capital stock of $1,000,000. It has. 
secured a patent on its goods which can- 
not be broken. The gentlemen interest- 
ed invited investigation, he said. They 
were convinced of the value of the oppor- 
tunity and would offer the people of Bal- 
lard Vale and Andover a chance to make 
@ good investment. They estimated that 
it would take $15,000 to buy the factory 
and enlarge it; to equip it with machin- 
ery would cost $25,000 more; to operate 
it much more. 

It is proposed to offer $100,000 worth of 
the company’s stock for sale at $5.00 a 
share, or half the par value, In this way 
the gentlemen hoped to secure enough 
money to purchase the factory and equip 
it. The company itself would then as- 
sume the expense of operating the plant 
and paying the 1000 hands whom it would 
be necessary to employ, as 10,000 shoes 
would probably be turned out every day- 
It was suggested that the money sub- 
scribed be turned over to some trustees 


to be appointed by the stockholders, who - 


should have control of it and protect the 
interests of the subscribers until the con- 
cern should be able to pay ‘dividends, 
when the money subscribed would revert 


tothe members of the company: 


The company would agree, the attor- 
ney continued, that no more than this 
$100,000 worth of stock should be placed 
on the market at lessthan par. The plan 
is, to begin to manufacture on or before 
May 1, 1897. 

Evidence was produced to show that 
A..C. Barrie, the buyer at R. H. White's 
in Boston, the firms of Houghton & Dut- 
ton and Downing & Dodge, were con- 
vinced that the shoe it is proposed to 
manufacture is bound to be a good seller. 
Even if this shoe should not sell, the at- 
torney argued, it would not necessarily 
follow that the money invested would be 
lost for the machinery would be there 
and it could be adapted to manufacturing 
other shoes for which there is already a 
demand. . He felt assured, however, that 
once they got to manufacturing the new 
shoe they would never have to fall back 
upon others. 

Many gentlemen in town, he said, had 
been approached by those interested and 
al] had shown a desire to have the scheme 
succeed. The local shoe dealers, he 
added, had endorsed the shoe and bad 
said they firmly believed they could sell 
it. 

An opportunity was given all who 
wished to do so to signa petition which 
would indicate that they wished to sub- 
scribe to the stock, the number of shares 
they desired, to be determined upon later. 

On motion of H. Bradford Lewis a com- 
mittee of five was appointed to investi- 
gate the standing of the company and 
the value of the patents issued to it. 
The following were chosen to serve: 
James E, Dennison, chairman, George 
W. Foster, William Odlin, H. Bradford 
Lewis and Dr, C. H, Shattuck. After 
the meeting adjourned the committee 
met and decided to confer with the gen- 
tlemen representing the company in Bos- 
ton to-morrow. They will call another 
meeting and submit their report as soon 
as possible. . 

The petition, which is now in the bands 
of J. E. Sears, was not very generally 
signed Wednesday night, the citizens 
seeming to prefer to wait until their com- 
mittee reports. There was much inter- 
est shown in the scheme, however, ani 
many admitted that they would probably 
take some stock, 

Ballard Vale was well represented at 
the meeting. Mr. Charles Greene said 
that he was always interested in the wel- 
fare of Ballard Vale and he hoped it 
would prove best to locate the new shoe 
manufactory there, The village had scen 
several reverses, he continued, but he 
trusted the new industry would be well 
managed and prove a success.

AR COMPANY INSOLVENT. 


Heavy Losses by Fire avd Re-ent De- 
Pression Cause *u«p nsion 

Laconia, N. H., Dec. 29.—The Laconia 
Car company was petitioned into in- 
voluntary insolvency yesterday, the pe- 
tition being filed with Judge W. B. Fel- 
lows of the probate court. This action 
became necessary in order to dissulve 
five attachments by creditors prior to 
the trme when the company wert into 
the hands of Receivers John T. Busi-l, 
Dennis O’Shea and Perley Putnam on 
Oct. 5. These attachments would have 
matured in a few days. According to 
a@ statement made by the officers of the 
company at the close of business Oct. 5, 
the total resources of the company were 
$407,451.31; the total liabilities were $617,- 
614.21, leaving a balance of excess of 
liabilities over resources of $210,162.90. 
Vhe filing of the petition in insolvency 
means that unless a settiement with 
creditors is effected before the return 
day of the petition in court for hearing, 
Jan. 19, 1897, the whole matter will be 
settled through a regular course of in- 
solvency proceedings. 

The company was founded in 1848 by 
Charles Ranlet on a small scale. About 
1860 the late John C. Mouiton succeeded 
to the business, Mr. Ranlet having died. 
In 1889 Perley Putnam purchased Mr. 
Moulton’s interest and capitalized the 
company on a basis of $200,000. In late 
years the company has employed be- 
tween 600 and 700 men, with an annual 
Payroll of $3€0,000. The product of the 
Plant was from 1200 to 1500 freight cars 
annually, and that of the malleable iron 
foundry, $125,000 annually. The entire 
plant covers about eight acres. The 
company has suffered severely from ex- 
tensive fires, particularly so in late 
years, and in each instance the insurance 
failed to cover the loss. Nevertheless 
new buildings, erected in each instance, 
have been on a more extensive scale, as 
well as being more substantial. Com- 
petition, with recent business depression, 
largely accounts for the present em- 
barrassment. 


MeKinley’s Inanguration Suit 

Cincinnati, Dec. 28.—The Commercial- 
Tribune says: The inauguration suit 
that Major McKinley will wear March 4 
next will be of American cloth. The cloth 
will be woven especially for the occa- 
sion by the Héckanum Manufacturing 
company of New York, and will be a 
single weaving. It will be of American 
grown wool, and no more will be woven 
than will suffice to make the suit. When 
woven the cloth will be sent to the 
major’s tailor, and by him the suit wil! 
be cut and made. This is authoritative, 
and puts an end to all controversy upon 
this subject. 


Senator Gallinger at Home, 

Concord, N. H., Dec. 31.—United States 
Senator J. H. Gallinger has returned to 
this city to look after his re-election, 
waich will come, he says he feels sure, 
ly the unanimous voice of the Republi- 
can senatorial caucus. He does not ex- 
rect to return to Washington for two 
weeks at least. Senator Gillinger said 
he had no doubt that the Cameron Cu- 
ban resolutions would pass the senate 
before March 4. The senator is equally 
confident that a tariff bill will be Passed 
at the extra session.” 


Surcide Hans In the Fami'y. 

Malden, Mass., Dec. 28.—John C. Bras- 
sington attempted suicide yesterday by 
gashing his Icft wrist with a:azor at the 
home of his father, H. B. Brassington. 
The young nian was so weak from the 
loss of blood that he was removed to the 
hospital. Despondency is the probable 
reason for his act. Several weeks ago his 
sister Maud committed suicide in this 
city by shooting herself. Brassington 
is 23 years old and has lived here less 
than a year, previous to which he resided 
in Salem. 


G. A, R. Annual Campfire. 

Boston, Dec. 28.—Department Com- 
mander Derby of the Massacusetts G. 
A. R. announces that the annual en- 
campment of this department will be 
held in the Worcester theatre on 
Wednesday and Thursday, Feb. 10 and 
11, 1897. Commander-in-Chief General 
Clarkson is expected to be present on 
this occasion. Ward Post 10, G. A. R., of 
Worcester will entertain and hold a 
mammoth campfire. The closing event 
will be the banquet in Mechanics hall. 


Nun's Vicarious Sacrifice. 

London, Dec. 30.—According toa Rome 
dispatch to The Daily News the Voce 
[Tella Verita, the Vatican organ, says 
that the pope in a recent speech ex- 
plained his longevity thus: A nun who 
had always enjoyed health visited him 
two months ago, saying that ske had 
offered herself as a sacrifice to God in 
order to prolong the pontiff’s life, God 
had signified his approval and the nun 
had died while he himself still flourished. 


Found Dead In His Room, 

Cambridge, Mass., Dec. 23.—Michael 
Harney, 40 years old, was found dead in 
his room yesterday afternoon. He was 
last seen on Thursday afternoon, and is 
supposed to have died some time on 
Christmas day. He was employed as a 
teamster, but has lived alone for some 
time, the whereabouts of his wife and 
children being unknown to the authori- 
ties. Death was due to natural causes. 

Penobscot Frozen, 

Bangor, Me., Dec. 31.—There is a fine 
freeze on the Penobscot, the ice extend- 
ing about three miles down from Bangor. 
It is smooth and clear, and ranges from 
6 to 13 inches in thickness. The harvest 
will probably be smaller than usual, as 
Prices have ruled very low for years 
past, while 75,000 tons of old ice ig still 
in the houses. 

Wife Murderer Insane. 

Atlantic City, Dec. 30.—Deputy Sheriff 
Ashley of this county last night received 
word that John Rech, the self-confessed 
murderer, who strangled and buried his 
wife in the woods near May’s Landing, 
js on the verge of insanity. The de- 
rangement is attributed to remorse for 
his crime. 


Boston, Dec. 31.—The will of the late 
Wyzeman Marshall, the actor, was filed 
in the Suffolk probate office Sesterday. 
Iie gives his property to relatives and 
friends. He gives the income of a trust 
fund of $15,000 to Miss Lucette Webster 
for her life.

iost $20,000, which is partiaily covered 
by insurance. George Carter, grocer, 
sustained damage to his stock of $6000. 
His loss is also covered by insurance. 
The postoffice was damaged slightly by 
water. A. W. Reddy, Jr., lawyer, who 
had an office in the building, estimates 
his damage at $1500, and Dr. Wood, 
dentist, lost $1000.

Miles’ Shortage 300,000 

Bosten, Dee. 29.—The accounts of 
Frank C. Miles, the inissing and default- 
ing treasurer of the Boston Safe Deposit 
and Trust company, with the brokers 
&re being settled up and attachments 
upon callateral released. As fast as the 
sugar stock Miles held on margins is 
sold the equity is turned over to the 
trust company, and Miles is understood 
to have had a surprising lot of sugar. 
One broker paid $1700 debit balance yes- 
terday, and $15,000 Mexican bonds were 
received. The total takings of Mr. Miles 
from the trust company are estimater 
at about $300,000, but one half of this, it 
is figured, will be recovered, leaving the 
loss to the trust company about $150,000, 
which is less than the present undivided 
profits.
